Farm problems in 1869 were 
basically the same as farm prob- 
lems today, judging by informa- 
tion contained in the January, 
1869, issue of the American Ag- 
riculturist, bound copies of which 
have been preserved by F. E. 
Carpenter, Route 1, box 47, Por- 

“terville, but although the prob- 
lems were similar, the approach 
was somewhat different, as can 
be seen by the front page picture 
reproduced here. 


Concerning the elephants 
shown, the American Agricultur- 
ist has to say, “A frisky young 
pig is not more unlike a staid 
old porker than is a baby ele- 
phant unlike the mature animal.

Sequoia Nectarine, Royal Fay Peach 
Developed At Williams and Sons Ranch 


Discovery of “sport buds’ in 
peach trees at the Williams and 
Sons ranch at Cotton Center has 
resulted in the development of 


two new fruits, the Sequoia 
nectarine and the Royal Fay 
peach, both of which after some 
15 years of development are be- 
ing commercially grown and 
marketed at the present time 
by Fred and Ray Williams. 


This year 4,700 lugs of the 


Royal Fays and 8,600 lugs of 
Sequoia wéctarines were marke- 
ted at premium prices through 
the William’s, marketing setup 
in Los Angeles - Williams and 
Newton, 
CHANCE FIND 

In telling of the development 
of the nectarines, Ray Williams 
recalls that a number of years 
ago peach pickers discovered thé 
new-type fruit on one top branch 


terposing her body between the of 4 peach tree. That year the 


exact branch was not determined 
but. the following year. the tree 
was watched closely and the 
branch that produced the nec- 
tarines was used for buds in 
young tree stock. 

Eventually about 120 trees of 
the new Sequoia nectarine were 
set out and from this beginning, 
the Williams’ now have 50 acres 
in production. Story of develop- 
ment of the Royal Fay peach 
was similar, since both came 
from “chance finds” and “sport 
buds.”’ 

Since neither of these fruits 
have been sold to other growers, 
the Royal Fay. peach and Se- 
quoia nectarine are produced 
nowhere except at the Williams 
& Sons ranch. At present, a 
market demand that cannot be 
filled has been established for

This week the Williams’ are 
running Indian peaches at their 
Cotton Center plant. They re- 
port that all peaches this year 
seem to be developing at least 
two weeks ahead of an average 
year. 


Other types of peaches grown 


by the Williams’ include: July 
Elbertas, Babcocks, Quetta nec- 
tarines, Fay Elbertas, Rio Osas 
Hutchinsons, Clarks and several 
additional varieties. This year 
they expect to handle in the 
vicinity of 150,000 lugs, with 
some 600 acres set to peaches. 


Through their Los Angeles 
wholesale outlet, and through 
sale to operators of refrigerated 
trucks, Williams peaches are be- 
ing marketed throughout the 
western and southwestern area 
of the United States.

Men Are Needed. 
For Fight Against 
Cattle Disease 


The United States government 
this week appealed to the Cali- 
fornia department of agricul- 
ture-to aid in the recruitment of 
men to aid in the fjght against 
foot and mouth disease in the 
Republic of Mexico. Men who 
can speak Spanish are preferred 
but others will be considered. 

Two types of American citi- 
zens are sought for the emerg- 
ency work; professional, includ- 
ing veterinarians; and day la- 
bors, to aid veterinarians in the 
disposal of carcasses, in the 
cleaning and disinfection of. in- 
fected stock cars, trucks and 
premises, in serving as paymas- 
ters in connection with the 
slaughter of infeeted animals, 
and in the performance of sim- 
ilar duties. 

The base salary for lay per- 
sonnel is $3397.20 per annum 
to which are added the allow- 
ances for quarters for the em- 
ployee and his family and cost 
of living expenses.

FALL SPRAY IS 
RECOMMENDED TO 
CONTROL THRIP 


Protection from thrip of new, 
fall growth on citrus trees is 
recommended by H. C. Meith, 
assistant Tulare county farm 
advisor, who states that 100 gal- 
ons per acre of, tartar emetic, 
as applied’ with a boom rig is 
sufficient in non-resistant areas. 


Control may also be gained 
through use of nicotine sulfate 
and sugar, according to Meith, 
with formula for application at 
100 gallons to the acre being: 
four pounds of sugar and two 
pints of Black Leaf 40 per gal- 
lon or four pounds of sugar and 
seven pounds of Black Leaf 155 
per 100. gallons. 


Meith warns that spray rigs 
used for zinc spray must be 
thoroughly cleaned before tartar 
emetic is applied, since even a 
slight contamination of zinc will 
- Spoil tartar emtic.

The large surplus of domestic 
cotton stocks are gone, according 
to George Alcorn, marketing Spe- 
cialist of the Agricultura]. Ex- 
tension Service who states that 
world stocks also: are being re- 
duced- to manageable proportions 
and that we are regaining a por- 
tion. of our foreign market. 

World production of raw cot- 
ton has been going down, Alcorn 
says, War needs and labor short- 
ages caused cotton acreages to 
be shifted to other crops in for- 
eign countries and at home, Last 
year world production of cotton 
was 30 per cent below the 1935 
39 average. 

Alcorn states, we are commit- 
ted. to ship over 990,000 bales 
of cotton to England, . France, 
Belgium, and the Netherlands 
during the present marketing 
year:

MEET SUBJECT - 


A discussion of the sprinkler 
system of irrigation was -con- 
ducted this week at an evening 
meeting of the Veteran farm 
group at Porterville Union High 
school, with speaker of the even- 
ing being L. T. (Pete) Slauson, 
hydraulic engineer with the port- 
able irrigation division of the 
Atlas Lawn Sprinkler Company. 

Slauson, who was introduced 
by Johnny Muller of Terra Bella 
stated that sprinkler irrigation 
gives the good effects of rain 
without the bad effects, in that 
the amount of water can be con- 
trolled and that humidity is not — 
effected by sprinkler irrigation. 
He said that a sprinkler sy- — 
stem, if properly engineered, — 
will use on an average’ one- 
fourth as much water as flood 
irrigation and can be used on 
land that is not levelled and that 


proper amounts of water can be ~ 


applied on all parts of an area | 
to meet soil and crop conditions. | 


Slauson said that sprinkler — 


heads are available that throw — 
from one to 400 gallons of. water 
per minute. He stressed the im- 
portance of breakup of water to 
give an even coverage. 


In commenting on the history 
of sprinkler irrigation, Slauson 
stated that it has been in limited 
use for many years but.that in 
1930 the Agricultural Extension ~ 
service developed a portable sys- 
tem and since the war the por- 
table system has been improved 
upon by the development of quick 
couplings and light, aluminum 
alloy pipe. 

Slauson listed many types of 
orchard and row crops that have 
been commercially grown under 
sprinkler irrigation, He said that 
at the present an experimental 
system is being placed in Kern 
county to study the effect on 
practically every type of row 
crop grown in the San Joaquin 
valley.

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Pacific Mite S 
Control Methods 
Told By Advisor 


Many grape growers are be- 
coming concerned over the pre- 
sence of what has been termed 
Pacific Mites in their vineyards, 
according to A. D. Rizzi, As- 
sistant Tulare county farm ad- 
visor, who states that in a few 
instances Pacific Mites are the 
agents responsible for certain 
leaf conditions in vineyards, but 
that in most cases the trouble 
comes from a .combination of 
Willamette Mites and grape thrip 
which have- been recognized: on 
grape vines for the past eight or 
ten years. 

Rizzi says that if the presence 
of Pacific Mites is definitely est- 
ablished in a. vineyard, control — 
Measures are advisable and re- 
quired, since this pest causes. 
the leaves at the tips of the 
cane to burn. The burning is 
first seen in the areas between 
the vines; later the entire leaf 
wil] burn and the condition will 
extend downward toward the 
base of the canes, 

According to reports, two types 
of materials have been found 
to give. acceptable control of 
these vineyard pests. A newly 
prepared type of Di-Nitro dust 
when applied late in the after- 
noon at the rate of 15 pounds 
per acre and from both sides of 
the row -has given very promis- 
ing results. Bladen, when ap- 
plied in one of -the vapor-fog 
type machines at 2 or 3 pints per 
acre has also given encouraging 
results in the control of Pacific 
Mites, said Rizzi.
